“Our prin- 
cipal objection is. to the processing 
tax. We feel that through this tax 
the farmer is forced to bear the cost 
of his own relief program. Further 
increases in the cost of cotton may be 
harmful. 

“The processing tax is not put on 
competitive fibers. Mercerized yarn, 
for example, competes against rayon 
fabrics. There is a processing tax on 
the mercerized yarn but none on the 
rayon. As a result, the mills produc- 
ing mercerized. yarn have virtually 
been put out of business. _ 

“Another example of the inequality 
of the processing tax is seen in the 
slump in production of cotton bags. 
Jute and paper hags bear no process- 
ing tax and are outstripping the cot- 
ton bag sales.

HOPES WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—If budget-balancing hopes now being 

expressed by statesmen were dollars, or even dimes, the 
treasury would have a surplus next year. Basically,” however, there is 
nothing cheaper than the current budget hopes. Everyone is having 
them without cost. 

For instance, Chairman Buchanan, of the house appropriations com- 
mittee, has attracted major attention with his plan to cut down expendi- 
tures in a really effective way. Mr. Buchanan is entirely sincere. The

Today thanks to your advice I am 74 
years’ young and shall continue’ to 
turn my half dozen somersaults night 
and morning unless you advise to the 
contrary.” 

_Now just one more, to convince you 
dignified old geezers we are not fool- 
ing: This is the confession of a grand- 
mother of 20 years standing, or should 
I say gadding about:

Unique Island 


Quaint Tangier island, in lower 
Chesapeake bay, is to have a paved) 
street. Federal funds have been pro-| 


vided for resurfacing the little island’s | | 


only thoroughfare, which is now a 
sandy road 10 feet wide and about a 
mile long. 

“Ordinarily such an event would be 
only news to the inhabitants of the is- 
land,” says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, C., headquarters of the 
National Georgraphic Society, “but! 
Tangier holds the. interest of its) 
neighbors on the mainland because of | 
unique customs, the outgrowth of | 
nearly three centuries of isolation. 

“Discovered in 1608 by Captain) 
John Smith,” continues the bulletin, | 
“Tangier was inhabited only by In-| 
dians until 1666. In that year the 


Near U. S. Capital. 


“The island, within a day’s journey 

from the nation’s capital, is about 
three miles long and two miles wide. 
Situated 12 miles southwest of Cris- 
field, Md., Tangier lies just south of 
the line marking the Maryland-Vir- 
inia boundary, which cuts across 
Shesapeake bay from east to west. 
Surrounded on all sides by shallow 
water, it is inaccessible except to 
small craft. Some years ago steamers 
from Baltimore landed passengers and 
freight at a pier off the southern tip 
of the island, but this service has been 
discontinued. Small mail and passen- 
ger boats from Crisfield enter daily 
through a channel dredged from the 
northern end of Tangier. 

“Approaching Tangier, the visitor 
sees a low, marshy island, bare of 
trees except along two sparsely wood- 
ed ridges that extend down the cen- 
ter of the island like twin bristles. A 
tall church spire tops the roofs of 
the quiet town of Tangier, a com- 
munity of about 1,500 persons.

. Fishing Craft in Harbor. 


“After a difficult passage along a 
tortuous channel the visiting boat en- | 
ters a harbor filled with fishing craft | 
of the ‘bugeye’ type—sailboats char- 
acterized by two tall, slanting masts. 
In these and smaller boats the hardy 
islanders gather fish, oysters, crabs 
and clams from the surrounding wa- 
ters. 

“The sightseer is forced to rely 
upon his own legs for transportaticn. 
As in Bermuda, automobiles are un- 


known and there is only one horse on; 


the island. Wheelbarrows, handcarts 
and a few bicycles are the sole con- 
veyances. Several canals, aiding in- 
tra-island commerce, suggest’ the 
Netherlands. 

“Walking down- Tangier’s main 
street might well be a spooky excur- 
sion at night, for most of the resi- 
dents’ front yards are family burying 
grounds! By day, however, the shade 
cast by the cool green arch of trees 
makes a stroll along the narrow road 
a pleasant outing. Tangier women 
wear exceptionally large sunbonnets 
and some even protect their arms with 
cut-out stockings. 

Family Names Limited. 


“In one of the few large burying 
plots on the island only three family 
names are found among three or four 
dozen tombstones. It has long been 
the custom to affix numbers after 
surnames, so that various branches of 
the same family can be distinguished. 
Names found on Tangier recall those 
of the people on the Cornwall coast, 
from which the natives of the Virginia 
island are directly descended. 

“Fishing, oystering and crabbing 
provide means of support for nearly 
everyone on Tangier. There are sev- 
eral sea food packing plants which 
employ many of the inhabitants. The 
captain of the mail boat, the postmas- 
ter, the minister, and an occasional 
visitor, are the only persons on the 
island who do not make their livingy 
from the fishing industry. 

“Net, white-picketed cottages are 
bordered by. tiny vegetable gardens in 
which the island’s ‘truck’ is raised. 
A small dairy provides necessary milk 
products and the bay yields the main 
courses on the islanders’ dinner ta- 
bles. Imported fruits, meats, and veg- 
etables displayed in the grocery stores 


are regarded more as curiosities than 
as articles of food.”

Black Reveals Business Will 
Get Questionnaires on 
Legislation ‘Buying.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 2—(P)— 
Protracted public hearings this win- 
ter in a thorough investigation of lob- 
bying in general were forecast today 
by Chairman Black, of the special 
senate lobby committee. 

The Alabama democrat, whose sharp 
questions brought headline-making tes- 
timony from utility officials last sum- 
mer disclosed that 3,000 to 5,070 
questionnaires have been sent to or- 
— business groups and individ- 
uals. 

Through these, the committee is at- 
tempting to learn how much money 
is spent to influence federal legisla- 
tion. Black indicated a belief the 
sum would run high into the millions 
if it could. be accurately determined. 

“My estimate that $5,000,000 was 
spent to defeat the administration’s 
utilities bill alone,” he added, “is too 


Black declined to discuss  specifi- 
cally the nature of information his in- 
vestigators have unearthed thus far. 

“What I think would be sensation- 
al,” he said, “might not appear so in 
the minds of others. At any rate, 
the testimony to be brought out at 
the hearings will at least be inter- 
esting.”’ 

He smiled as he emphasized 
word “interesting.” 

Business groups that have received 
the questionnaire include the National 
Association of Manufacturers, but 
Black was quick to say that the fact 
any organization was queried did not 
indicate it was suspected of engag- 
ing in improper lobbying activities. 

“We sent those questionnaires to 
all groups and individuals who had 
or might have an interest in legisla- 
tion,” he explained. “What we are 
trying to do is to get a complete pic- 
ture.” 

The business organizations were 
asked, among other things, the names 
of their representatives who have ap- 
peared on Capitol Hill, their salaries 
and other money paid out “directly or 
indirectly” to influence legislation. 

Black said some of the organiza- 
tions and individuals had refused to 
answer all of the questions. He indi- 
cated that those declining to answer 
would be summoned personally to tes- 
tifv at the hearings. 

The chairman said no decision had 
been reached whether to reopen com- 
mittee hearings with utilities or swing 
into the activities of other business 
groups. He indicated the hearings 
would be resumed soon, possibly be- 
fore congress meets January 3. 

The Alabaman is working for leg- 
islation to require registration of all 
persons who appear in behalf of pend- 
ing bills. 

“There is a crying need for it,” he 
s.'4. “Their activities may be laud- 
able. Sut I think congress and the 
people nave a right to know who they 
are representing and how much they 
are being paid.”

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Drawings and paintings often pic- 
ture snakes coiled around trees or 
limbs of trees. Naturalists who spe- 
cialize in snake habits say that these 
reptiles never do such a thing. When 
snakes climb trees or crawl out on 
climbs, they glide along with the 
whole body extended in a _ straight 
line, gripping the*bark with the tips 
of their extended ribs and their cone 
cave scales. When remaining on a 
limb, they do not coil around the 
limb, but lie extended on the upper 
side of it. Only the tail of a snake 
is prehensile, and this is sometimes 
curled around a limb when the snake 
hangs head downward or drops te 
another limb.

Fleas are great jumpers, but they 
also know how to hold on. After 
leaving dead or dying animals (chiefly 
rats) the fleas jumped on people, and 
the people carried them abont. 

The fleas and the coughing of the 
sick spread the Black Death far and 
wide. In Florence the archbishop de- 
clared that . 60,000  persons—abonut 
two-thirds of all in the city—died in 
six months of the plague. 

The Black Death spread to Rome, 
as well, but did not kill so many. 
Perhaps this was due partly to an 
earthquake which shook down thou- 
sands of homes, and forced people to 
go forth and camp in the open. On 
the hillsides and in the valleys around 
Rome, the campers were not crowded 
together so closely as they had been 
in the city. : 

The Black Death spread to Aus- 
tria, and there it took a heavy toll. 
Thirty thousand men, women and chil- 


dren died in Vienna during the late 


‘spring and summer of the year 1349. 
That was almost one-third of the city’s 


residents.

Senator Upholds Sanctions; 
Says Profiteer’s Day 
Is Done. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(UP)— 
The threat of a full congressional in- 
quiry of American industrialists who, 
despite warnings by the administra- 
tion continue to trade with Italy and 
Ethiopia while the two nations are 
at war, was raised tonight by Senator 
Homer T. Bone, democrat, Washing- 
ton. 

A members of the militant muni- 
tions investigating committee, Bone 
made no secret of the fact that his ire 
has been aroused by the attitude that 
some businessmen are taking toward 


efforts by this country to maintain 
strict neutrality in the Ethiopian 
clash. 

“If these greedy Americans, who 
show that they love dollars more than 
their country, do one single’ thing 
which pushes us nearer the hell of 
war, you may rest assured they'll be 
investigated by our committee,” Bone 
told the United Press. 

Fighting Committee. 

“Also, we won't handle them with 
kid"gloves,’’ he continued. “We have a 
fighting committee. All over this great 
nation, men who know war is hell and 
futile and women who always suffer 
more than anyone else are demanding 
that we stay at peace with the world. 

“We will stay at peace. Congress 


will see to that. The war profiteer | 
has had his day. He may not know it | 


’ 


—but he has.’ 

Bone is one of the smallest men in 
the senate. He weighs about 
pounds, speaks in a ‘high, wu:rvous 
voice and is not afraid to cross lances 
with the chamber’s sharpest tongued 
members. He was one of a few sena- 
tors who dared verbally to ‘“‘spank” 
the late Huey Long. 

When, at the last session of con- 
gress, it appeared likely that the neu-

The classification of what consti- 
tutes war materials would be left to 
the discretion of the chief executive in 
new legislation’ which Bone favors 
and the ban on them would be impos- 
ed when the President felt their ship- 
ment would endanger this country’s 
neutrality. 

Bone Unwilling. 

Further than this, however, in the 
question of giving the President wider 
discretionary power to preserve Amer- 
ican neutrality, Bone is not willing to 
go. Secretary of State Cordell Hull re- 
cently took the position that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s hands should not be tied 
on such an important matter as keep- 
ing this nation out of war. The chief 
executive, Hull implied, should have 
more discretionary authority. 

“No,”’ said Bone today. “With all 
respect to the President, I am opposed 
to such a plan and will fight it in the 
senate. I am fully confident that Mr. 
Roosevelt would not abuse his author- 
ity. He wants peace as much as we

“But we want and will have def- 
inite restrictions in the act. It is the

New Trial of Harvey.and Smith 


May Be Staged 


in Atlanta Court 


Bitter Court Battle Expected as Notorious Pair Fight for 
: Acquittal on Charge of Robbing Rome Bank; 
Venue Change Asked. 


With a decision still to be announe- 
ed on an application to have the next 
trial of Leland Harvey and Aubrey 


Smith staged before an Atlanta jury, 
instead of vne in Rome, where they 
are accused of a $9,785 bank robbery, 
attorneys tor both sides are busy pre- 
paring for what promises to be a no- 
table court battle. 

Harvey and Smith, pre-eminent 
wizards at jail-breaking, whose accum- 
ulated crimes over a number of years 
landed them in the state prison at 
Milledgeville tor terms averaging about 
100 years each and whose frank ex- 
planation of the hopelessness of their 
situation moved Governor Talmadge 
into pardoning them, are accused of 
having repaid the Governor’s generos- 
ity by sticking up two bank messen- 
gers in Rome and relieving them of 
a $9,785 pay roll. 


_ Convicted vf the robbery by a Rome 
jury, they later were granted a new 
trial by Judge E. Marvin Underwood, 
of the federal district court, on new 
evidence accumulated by J. O. Ewing, 
one of their staff of three attorneys. 
Ewing then moved for a change of 
venue to Atlanta claiming an impar- 
tial jury cannot be found in Rome. 
Andrews in Washington. 

Assistant District Attorney M. Neil 
ndrews wis in Washington Monday 
conferring with Attorney-General 
Cummings and reports yesterday were 
that one of the several problems un-

Camp’s action, it is reported, will 
hinge on Attorney-General Cummings’ 
decision,

records in a shortage of approximately 
$8,000. Frick is being defended by 
William Schley Howard. What angle 
of the Frick case is being discussed 
with the attorney-general was _ rot 
made known yesterday. 

Two recent stabbings of prisoners 
in the federal penitentiary are also 
under discussion in Washington. One 
of these has resulted in an indictment 
charging Homer Flanagan. a prisoner, 
with the slaying of Russell Smith, an- 
other prisoner.

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What was the most expensive single penalty of the year? 

One-on which there rode a loss of about $80,000? 

It was a poor penalty at that—just a five-yard penalty for 
offside. It cost about $16,000 per yard. And that is expen- 
sive real estate. 

It meant the difference between some $80,000 and noth- 
ing at all; a modicum of fame and whole crate loads of it; an 
undefeated and untied season, and one marred by a defeat. 


It happened on September 30. 
L. S. U. was playing Rice. 
And Rice was leading. Suddenly Reed got loose and 

ran 23 yards for a touchdown for L. S. U. 

The head linesman ran out and tooted his horn. 

The play was called back. 

L. S. U. scored another later and was headed for a 
third when the game ended. 

But the score was 10 to 7 against. Had that one touch- 
down not been called back, L. S, U. would have won by at least 
13 to 10, and would have been undefeated and untied—and 
would have gone to the Rose Bowl, since the committee there 
wanted a team from east of the Mississippi river. The Rose Bowl 
“cut” for this year’s teams will be about $80,000. 

When one contemplates the number of decisions 
which officials miss—? 

If this one was fumbled, it was a very expensive 
fumble. Just $16,000 per yard. 

L. S. U., when Rice was played in the opener, had not 
discovered what Fatherree and Crass could do. They were try- 
ing to win with the ailing Abe Mickal. 

Anyhow, that one penalty wins the season’s prize as the 
most disastrous single penalty of the year. 


IT WAS QUITE A SEASON. 

It was quite a season, amigoes. I mean the one which has 
just been concluded. 

Out on the coast, where Roy Riegels ran the wrong 
way in the Tech Rose Bowl game of 1929, a Santa 
Clara back kicked the ball over his own head to give the 
opposing team a chance at the touchdown which they 
went on to score and win the game. 

Out at Norman, Okla., Biff Jones’ Oklahoma eleven had 
an Indian halfback who threw a forward pass and caught it 
himself. 

In the Dartmouth-Princeton game an unidentified 
spectator, believed to be a hamburger cook in an all- 
night lunch, climbed down oyt of the stands and leaped 
into the Dartmouth line trying to help stop the Prince- 
tons, whom he does not like. He has no alma mater. 
Each Saturday his alma mater is the team playing 
against Princeton.

NOTHING TO CHOOSE. 


So far as this observer is concerned, 
there’s nothing to choose among the 
three unbeaten and untied teams 
bracketed at the head of the list. 
Minnesota and Princeton finished as 
the class of the middle west and east. 
Hach registered convincing victories 
over natural rivals in their final tests, 
with the Tigers rolling up 64 points 
against Dartmouth and Yale, and the 
Gophers amassing 73 points at the 
expense of Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Over a stretch of three straight years, 
Princeton has lost only one game 
while Minnesota has experienced no 
defeats and been tied four times, all 
in 1933. 

Southern Methodist, the Rose Bowl 
choice, undoubtedly has the year’s 
most remarkable record. Saturday’s 
triumph over Texas Christian not 
only marked the eleventh consecutive 
triumph for S. M. U., but was a trib- 
ute to the team’s resourcefulness un- 
der the heaviest kind of pressure. 

HARD TO BELIEVE. 

Strange things have happened this 
season, but it is hardly conceivable 
now that Southern Methodist, having 
landed the richest post-season prize, 
will fail to hurdle Texas A. & M. this 
Saturday to complete an unbeaten sea- 
son as champions of the southwest. 
Stanford’s invitation to a team that 
has not yet finished its regular sea- 
son is unprecedented but popular all 
over the country. With Minnesota 
and Princeton definitely out of the 
post-season picture there remained no 
doubt of S. M. U.’s claim to prefer- 
ment. 

Louisiana State’s great finish clear- 
ly entitles the Bayou Tigers to a 
place among the nation’s leading five 
teams. After dropping the opener to 
Rice, on a close decision, L. S. 
ran up nine consecutive victories. Ber- 
nie Moore's aggregation performed so 
convinciugly over this stretch that it 
rates on a par with its Texas neigh- 
bors. The Tigers, for instance doubled 
Minnesota’s margin over Tulane and 
walloped all outstanding challengers 
for Southeastern conference honors. 

ONE OFF-DAY. 

The teams listed in the lower half 
of our “top ten” get the benefit of 
the doubt for having one off-day or 
being the victim of a close decision. 
Stanford and Ohio State came close 
to enjoying unbeaten seasons. Each 
lost under extraordinary  circum- 
stances, Stanford to U. C. L. A., with 
Ted Key starring, and Ohio State to 
Notre Dame’s_ inspired last-period 
rally. 

North Carolina took a pasting from 
Duke, 25 to 0, in one of the year’s 
biggest form reversals. The Tarheels 
cannot “throw this one out,” as the 
saying goes, but they can point to a 
better record on the whole than that 
of Duke, Vanderbilt or Auburn. Most 
of these southern teams were either 
hot or cold, without much warning, 
but North Carolina, like L. S. U., had 
only one off-day.

S.M.U.:Coach, 
Fired in ’33, 
Hero Now

DALLAS, Dec. 2.—()—T wo years 
ago today he sat uneasily in the 
favorite rendezvous of downtrodden 
football coaches—the “doghouse.” 

Today his hand was swollen from 
handshaking; his telephone bell had 
clanged for hours and congratulatory 
telegrams littered his desk. 

Madison (Matty) Bell, one of the 
better known occupants of the 1933 
“doghouse,” is the proverbial man of 
the hour now. He’s the head coach 
of the Rose Bowl-bound Southern 
Methodist Mustangs. 

He was “fired” as head coach at 
Texas A. & M. College at the fag 
end of the 1933 schedule—unable to 
“produce” in his five-year stretch 


ere, 

He got his fingertips on his falling 
star by signing as line coach at South- 
ern Methodist under Head Coach Ray 
Morrison in 1934. Then Morrison 
left his famed “aerial circus,’’ went 
back to his alma mater, Vanderbilt, 
and Southern Methodist gambled on 
the man they picked up as a “free 


agent.” 
SIGNS CONTRACT. 

They signed him to a_ three-year 
contract. 

Matty firmly grabbed his star, mix- 
ed deceptive running plays with the 
aerial tricks Morrison left behind, and 
today his rocket shoots toward a 
mythical national championship. 

Just luck, says Matty. Saturday 
night at Fort Worth, a couple of 
hours after his Mustangs had pranced 
to a 20-to-14 victory over a great 
Texas Christian University team, Bell 
smiled and remarked: 

“We were awful lucky out there 
today. Either team could have won. .

Bowl, Bell beamed with: 


GREAT HONOR. 

“Tt’s a great honor for my boys. 
You know those kids have worked for 
this all season. They have had it 
on their minds—and when a bunch of 
husky boys make up their minds, 
there really wasn’t much for me to do 
about it.” 

But what Bell, a remnant of the 
famous “Prayin’ Colonels” of Centre 
College, didn’t say was that he had 
built that spirit.

University of California at Los 
Angeles and Texas Christian the Mus- 
tangs were psychologically ready to 
whip their weight in wildcats.

Never in the 20 years of rose tour- 
nament grid history was a selection so 
popularly accepted as Stanford’s 
choice of the wild galloping Mustangs 
from Dallas. 

It will not be the first time the gar- 
land bedecked bowl in the Arroyo 
Seco has been filled to overflowing, if 
it is, but no game ever prompted such 
early response. 

_ Several reasons were given for the 
Situation.

Coach Matty Bell's team sold itself a 
few weeks ago when it beat the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles, 
co-holder of the Pacifie Coast confer- 
ence title, 21-0.
